HIGH SCHOOL CHANGES

Preparing the Old University For

of
Course of Study-

The work of repairing th old univer
sity buildings and making them ready
for use by the High school is being
pushed rapidly By the middle of next
week It Is hoped that the new quar
ters will be ready for occupancy In i

many respects they will afford much
better facilities for the work Of the
school than did the old ones The large
wellshaded grounds can be made Into-
a fine campus and will give the foot
ball team an excellent place for their
practice and games In the basement-
is a large room where the cadet corps
will drill Opening from Mr Eatons
office on the first floor Is a waiting
room and library A muchneeded Im
provement Is the separating of the
typewriting and stenography rooms
from the rest of the commercial de
partment The scientific and

departments will be located in
the Deseret Museum building which
will be In charge of the assistant prin-
cipal Mr Glllllan Here there is an
excellent equipment for scientific work
andmuch better facilities than in the
old quarters Through the kindness of
the officials of the Mormon church the
use of thes buildings was secured

Some important changes and im-
provements have been made In the
course of stufcy The credit system
has been adopted fifteen credits being
necessary for graduation While the
four regular courses have been con
tinued the aim has been to make them-
as elastic as is consistent with a thor
ough foundation As it is now ar
ranged students can fit themselves forany college by electing the course and
subjects which are required for en
trance to that school Algebra plane
geometry English French at German
are the branches now required for
graduation from the High school the
other studies being optional except
that one of the elective credits must
be in history and one in science Mi-
litary training which la given In the

two years counts as one credit
Freehand drawing may be taken asan
extra study throughout the course and
mechanical drawing in the third and
fourth years The course In history
has been changed to give a more sys-
tematic and comprehensive view of i

the subject In the flrst year general
takes the place of English history
which will now precede Stateshistory in the third year thus giving-a baste for the study of civics and con-
stitutional history

the Increased enrollment and the enlarged teaching force everything points
promise for the High school

week a o four cases of diphtheria were
under surveillance five new ones were
reported during the week and now
there are eight Four cases of small-
pox developed last week making eleven
now at the isolation hospital three
more than were known e week ago
